All doubts as to the Corbett and Mitchell con- 


test taking place in Jacksonville, Fla., have 





been set atrest by the recent decision of the 
State Supreme Court, sustaining the validity of 
the present city government. The decision 
meets with the approval of all sound thinking 
men, and the citizens in general have good rea- 
sons for rejoicing. 

There were rumors last week that the 
principals would be arrested upon their arrival 


within the State boundary, but these rumors 
were without foundation, as there is no law 
under which either Corbett or Mitchell could 
be legally held. The men, however. were pre- 
pared for any such emergency, and had they 
been arrested bonds would have been quickly 
provided, and the right of the State authorities 
to interfere with a purely local exhibition, 
sanctioned by the Mayorand Common Council 
of the City of Jacksonville, tested in the courts 
without delay. Itis well that the legal status 
of this affair has been settled at an early date. 
It-will prevent any interference with the pro- 
posed battle at the last moment, and, in conse- 
quence, the people in the States and in Eng- 
land, interested in this great international con- 
test, will not hesitate to undertake a long 
journey in order to see the outcome. We stated 
last week that our private advices from Jack- 
sonville indicated to a certainty that the con- 
test would take place on schedule time, and we 
were right. The Jacksonville Common Council 
will pass an ordinance permitting the fight, and 
there you are! 

Now that the battle will take place beyond a 
doubt, it will be well to watch the columns of 
the Potice GazeTTe for the latest news con- 
cerning the two great pugilists.

Itis far more interesting to be behind the scenes 
during a rebearsal of the ballet than to witnesses a reg- 
ular performance from a box or a seat in the orches- 
tra. Ail performers, without scarcely an exception, 
are at the very acme of lovely womanhood, and a jol- 
lier, chattier or more delightfully uuconventional 
crowd it is hard to imagiue. 

Men are scarce at these gatherings, the ballet master, 
the piano player, and now and thev a favored news- 
paper man being the only representatives of their 
sex. When you are ouce there, you caunot help being 
impressed by the crowd of graceful creatures in their 
bewilderingly ecceutric garments.

Startling Accusations Made ina 
White Plains Divorce Suit, 
A ST, LOUIS WIFE’S CHARGES. 


David R. Doney’s dream of happiness is 





ended, and Honesdale. Pa., bis home. bas lost its 
charms. His wife bas deserted him. They were only 
married in September last. Before she became Mrs. 
Doney, the missing wife wasa Miss Alice L. Cook, a 
beautiful girl of eighteen years. Doney wasa Houes- 
dale high school graduate. Alice was a Boston girl. 
For the past three years, however. she had lived with 
her brother, W. E. Cook, a broker, in Honesdale. 
Doney became smitten with her charws, aud when 
she returved to Boston last summer to live with her 
sister she wore a diamond ev gagement ring given her 
by Doney. 

Among her acquaintances in Boston was a book 
agent named Hunter.and it is now said that before 
she gave ber beart to Dopey she had lost it tothe fas- 
cinating peddler of literature. 

Her letters, however, aroused no suspicions that the 
old flame bad been relighted,and when in September 
urgent requests came to David to visit Boston and 
take ber bome ag his wife, he accepted her protesta- 
tions of undying affection without question, and on 
Sept. 27 they were married at the sister's home by a 
Boston clergyman. 

They reached Honesdale a few days later, where 
the bride was received with open arms by her hus- 
band’s family and welcomed as a daughter in the 
household. 

Doney is a shipper in the glass cutting establish- 
ment of T. B. Clark & Co. When he started to his 
work after dinner one day last week his wife kissed 
him goodby with more than ordinary tenderness, 
After he had gone a number of ladies called by 
invitation to participate in a quilting party, and 
two or three hours were spent in that social employ- 
ment. 

It was noticed by some of the party that the young 
wife appeared nervous and ill at ease, going frequent- 
ly to the door or window, and finally saying that she 
was expecting acall, but that the anticipated visitor 
would not come into the house. 

She made up a package of a new satin dress pattern 
which her Boston sister had sent her, saying that she 
intended to send it back to be made, and excusing 
herself to her guests with the explanation that she 
was about to make a promised call on a friend in town, 
but would return at 5 o’ciock, left the house. 

When the husband was on his way home from work 
a friend toid him that he had seen his wife in the com- 
pany of an uncle at the Erie station, and that she had 
bought a ticket for New York. 

Doney hurried home, where he found she had not 
returned from her cail and that the family knew noth- 
ing of her whereabouts. He hastened to the station, 
where be met the uncle, who said that the missing 
bride bad been there, but had returned home. 

The ticket agent, however, informed him that she 
had bought a ticket for New York and departed on a 
train. Sofarasthe forsaken busband or any of his 
family are concerned, they are in utter ignorance of 
the girl wife’s movements. 

As she had never expressed a determination to leave 
her busband, and bad uever been given any provoca- 
tion for such a step, the cause of her sudden flight is 
shrouded in mystery. The explanation most generally 
accepted is that she has been persuaded to this step 
by ber former sweetheart, Hunter, who since her mar- 
riage bas fallen heir to an estate of $10,000 by the 
death of an uncle. A 

She is known to have been in correspondence with 
the young map. About a month before her flight she 
received a letter from him which she threw into tho 
fire when her husband asked the privilege of reac- 
ing it.

In St. Louis, Mo., Louis Sundberg has a stub- 
born fight on his hands in his quest for divorce from 
his wife, Catherine Sundberg. His latest document in 
Court No. 4 alleges adultery at a building known as 
Hotel Emory on the 3d day of June, 1893, as well as 
at divers other times and places. His wife is ac- 
cused of absenting herself from home and associ- 
ating with other men at the race course and other 
places; that she has-been admitted into the stable 
yard atthe Fair Grounds as Mrs. Phil Emphy; that 
she has treated plaintiff with indignities, struck and 
kicked him and bas incited others todo so; that on 
Friday, Juve 16, 1893, she shot at plaintiff; that she 
uses coarse and foul language, and since the discovery 
by plaintiff of her infidelity she addresses him only in 
euch language as forms the vocabulary of the most 
degraded of her sex. Plaintiff accuses defendant of 
druuvkenness; that she maiiciously cut pieces from 
plaintiff's wearing apparel, and bas pawned portions 
of his wearing apparel. The plaintiff says that when 
he discovered the infidelity of his wife he separated 
from her, but continued to carry on his business in 
the house in which they formerly lived together until 
recently, when defendant's conduct became so vio- 
lent that he was compelled to leave the house; that 
ehe interferes with bis business and tries to prevent 
him from carrying on the same; that on Friday, Sept. 
1, 1893, she threw a bucket of water overhim. Pilain- 
tiff, therefore, prays to be Givorced from the bonda of 
matrimony contracted with the defendant as afore- 
said,and that he be restored to all the rights and 
privileges of an unmarried man. 

In the answer and cross-bill filed Catherine Sund- 
berg denies the abovs allegations in toto, and accuses 
her husband of endangering her life by administering 
to her “love philters” apd other like nostrums for the 
apparent purpose of retaining ber affections, but 





which she believes were administered through more 
sinister and reprebensible motives. Shealso accuses 
bim of the mosf moustrous conduct in coustantly en- 
deavoriug to have her become unduly intimate with 
other men that he might, therefore, have grounds for 
divorce; that be bas repeatedly introduced men to ber 
and asked them to take her away for immoral pur- 
poses; that be has coustautly used intolerable indig- 
nities iv actaud word tober. That be is possessed of 
property to the value of $9,000. from which she asks 
maintenance aod proper alimouy. She introduces an 
agreement between herself and plaintiff to live to- 
wether if she would abandon a suit for divorce aud 
live with him again, and be promises to allow her tu 
visit her native country, Sweden, in the summer of 
1889 and to give her 21,000 to pay the expenses of 
ber trip, all of which he afterward repudiated. She 
accuses him of neglecting to supply necessary cloth- 
iug for herself and five children, which she was com- 
pelled to buy from her own earnings at manual labor; 
that he bas so neylected her when she was ill that she 
was in want of a glass of water; that in the spring of 
1893 be threw her over a box in the store and was 
only prevented from injuring ber by the interference 
of her son. The lady further accuses her husband of 
having taken ber little sons to immoral houses. 

The plaintiff denies the allegations in the cross-bill, 
and on this issue the case will go to trial.

A jury of twelve men, after listening to the 
testimouy iu Charles P. Vaughn's suit for absolute di- 
vorce against Mrs. Aunie Lilliaa Vaughn, at White 
Plains, N. Y¥., recently, took just five minutes to iec- 
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employ of the Vaughus to obtain evidence on which a 
suit for divorce could be based. 

Mrs. Vaughu said she had been almost broken 
hearted by ber husband's constant abseuce and his 
conduct in sending a spy to watch her. She spent 
several months in the Presentation convent, St. 
Cesaire, Cavada. She received this letter from ber 
busband 1p 1891: 

Syrnacuasg. N. Y., Jan. 23, 1891.—My Dear LItuiz: I 
bave come to the conclusion that I have been wronug- 
ing you in the past and am now willing to doall I can 
to make reparation, and it is my earnest wish that you 
cowe and live with meas my wife and let the past be 
forgotten, aud I will try in every way to make your 
future a happy one. 

“If you will do your part now I will do mine. Please 
write me at the Albion House, Montreal, how you feel 
about the matter, and at once, so I will get your letter 
while there and make arrangements for you to meet 
me. Yours, as ever. Cc. P. VauGcun.” 


She told him to go to her home, which he did. He 
begged ber to forgive him and she freely did so. Then 
they went to housekeeping in Bingbamton, N. Y. 

She received a telogram in August, 1892, telling her 
to meet her husband at the Grand Union Hotel, New 
York, Ou her arrival, she says, she was told that Mr. 
Vaughn had just started for Philadelphia. His brother, 
George Vauuln, proposed that she should goto her 
mother’s bome in Lyon, Maas., and bought tickets for 
her by boat. He iutroduced her to a Mr. Kennedy, 
whom he described as an intimate friend of his. Mr. 
Kennedy was going to Boston and woul: act as an es- 





cort for Mrs. Vaugbn. Tothis plan she ol jected, de- 
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claring she wished to go by rail, but as her 
brother-in-law insisted she finally consented, 
On the boat Kennedy tried to get her to drink 








liberate and to return to the court room with a verdict 
in the woman’s favor. They bad positively refused to 
believe the account given by her husband's relatives 
that she had made a confession in their presence of 
improper conduct. 

Mrs. Vaughn declares that there has been a con- 
spiracy to entrap her into an appearance of guilt, as 
it was impossible to get any evidence that would en- 
title her husband to a divorce. 

She is very young, as she was only fifteen years old 
when she was married to Mr. Vaughn in Lynv, Mass., 
on Nov 4, 1887. Her husband is one of the owners of 
the Vaughn Machine Works in Salem, Mass., and is re- 
ported to be wealthy. Her family, she says, was bit- 
terly opposed to her marriage, and to her relatives-in- 
law she attributes the traps and the resulting divorce 
suit. 

Mr. Vaughn, she says, spent very little time with her 
after their marriage, as he was kept traveling on busi- 
ness, She remained with her mother. Mrs. Madeline 
Todd, in Lynn, A woman who gave the name of Mrs. 
Nellie Stevens applied for board in 1884 and was taken 
into the family. 

Mrs. Stevens constantly held out inducements to 
Mrs, Vaughn to accompany her to places of amuse- 
ment and on various expeditions, offering to introduce 
her to “nice young men.” 

Mrs. Vaughn positively refused these invitations on 
the ground that her husband would not approve of 
having heraccept. Mrs. Stevens finally left ber, ask- 
ing for a paper to show that she had spent three 
months in the house. 

She admitted to Mrs. Todd that she had been in the 
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some liquor, but she refused. When she went 
to her stateroom she found there was no key, 
80 she lay down without removing her apparel. 

When she awoke in the morning Kennedy was 
brushing his bairin front of the glass in her state- 
room.

A PITCHFORK THE WEAPON. 


A dastardly murder was committed in Farmingville, 
L. L., receutly. Mrs. Georgiana Jackson was killed in 


ber bed and the house burved to bide the crime. The 
body waa almost incinerated. 

Mr-. Jickson wae wx y five years of age and lived 
alone in the old home of ber fawily at Farmingville. 


Farwingville is four miles from Ro. konkoma, and 
a toile amt a calf from the lake which bears the same 
pame as the «tation. 

Like wo«t of the villages in that section of Long Is!- 
and, the population of Farmingville is not more 
than 100 people. Thereare probably not wore than 
ten fimilies living in the immediate neighborhood of 
the Louse which was occupied by Mrs. Jackson. 

‘The nearest neighbors to Mra, Jackson were Theo- 
dore Terry, who livesa half mile to the east, and Exr- 
nest Gervix, who lived an equal distance to the west. 

Mrs. Jackson was a trained nurse and enjoyed of 
Jate years a hermit-like reputation. She was never 
talkative aud this more than anything else gave her 
thie reputation. 

The house in which ashe lived was much too large for 
her needs, It faced on Portion road. A hallway ran 
through the centre. On either side were three rooms. 
Mrs. Jackson occupied the three at the east end. 

The other night about 6 o'clock, members of the 
families of Theodore Terry and Earnest Gervix saw 
flames issuing from the roof of Mrs. Jacksou’s house. 
The flames had just burst through, and it was the sud- 
den flash which attracted their attention. Both neigh- 
bors, with other members of their families, started on 
arun to the scene of the fire. By the time they 
reached the spot the flames were eating through every 
part of the buildivg and the boarded sides were biaz- 
ing fiercely. 

The roof had fallen in, but the walls were intact. 
The heat was too fierce for any one to approach the 
house, but from the distance it could be seen that both 





the frontand side doors were standing open. The 
doors had vot been burned. 

Aa the fire ate its way the spectators finally obtained 
a view of the room occupied by the old lady asa bed- 
room. There upon the blazing bed they saw what 
they recownized as the body ofa human being. The 
flames were burning all around itand the bed cloth- 
jue was burnt. 

Across the body, with the prongs upward, was a 
pitchfork. The horrified spectators watched the 
scene, horrible as it was, until the floor fell in. The 
bed and body upon it went through to the cellar. The 
house was a one and a half story cottage. 

‘The three rooms in the western side ware not occu- 
pied. When the flames were first seen they were con- 
fined to the western balf of the house, the part farth- 
est from the living rooms. 

When the embers bad cooled somewhat, and a few 
buckets of water bad quenched those where it was 
calculated the bed bad fallen, the neizhbors who had 
gathered for miles around went to work to recover 
the body. After an hour’s hard work they found the 
remains. 

The trunk and a part of one leg was allthat rewarded 
their search. The head, arms aud other leg bad been 
incinerated. The steel part of the pitobfork was also 
fuund near the remains, — 

There is little doubt that the old woman was mur- 
dered. Tnat might between 5 and 6 o'clock, Elmer 
E.lwards, awed fifty years, a spectacie peddler, stopped 
at both Terry's house and that of Geroix. He says 
that when he passed the honse occupied by Mrs. Jack- 
son, he saw lightein the window. It was then about 
a quarter to6. He wasat Terry's house first, and to 
Gervix's afterward. 

At Geroix's the peddier asked to be given lodging for 
the night. Mr. Geroix told him he could not accom- 
modate him. He asked permission to leave his valise 
at Geroix's, aud thie was granted. He left it, and 
started to walk back to the botel, which is two miles 
from Geroix's, 

The uext morning he returned to Geroix's for his 
valise and was arrested by Squire Hawkins. Later the 
coroner paroled him. 

Eiwarde says he baile from Brooklyn. He gave no 
residence. He has passed through Farmingville three 
times every year for a number of years. He has no 
family. He said he did not stop at Mra. Jackson's 
house. No one thinks the peddler had auything to do 
with the death of Mrs. Jackson. 

Another clue which the authorities are working on 
is one furnished by neimhbors. Up to three weeks ago 
there lived in a house about three-quarters of a mile 
frow Mrs. Jackson a family which, it appears, was not 
in very zood repute with the other neighbors. Short- 
ly before they moved away Mrs. Jackson accused a 
woman of having stolen a direas from her house. The 
accusation was madein the presence of the woman's 
daughter, a wirl of eleven or twelve years ofage. The 
girl remarked at the time: 

“Don’t let mother hear you say that or she will kil! 
you.” 

It ia believed entrance was effected into the house 
for the purpose of assault or robvery. Mrs. Jackson. 
it is thought, was taken by surprise and probably 
killed Immediately. The pitchfork, which was found, 
she always kept in her bedroom as a weapon.

D. Leonard, in opposition to the writ, 
submitte! a long affidavit signed by 
Gaul, who declared that bis wife was 
not a proper custodian for little Madge, 
as she was actually living at No. 26 
Perry street with “Harry” Hayward. 
Kicbard Gaul, in ao affidavit, declared 
that bis sister-in-law bad confessed her 
fault to bim and added: 

“For God's sake, get ‘Rob’ to let me 
take the child to Enygland. If be takes 
her from me I will kill her rather than 
let him keep her.” 

Judge Ingrabam appointed Mr. Neal- 
lis referee, instructing him to take the 
testimony as quickly as possible, as all 
the persous coucerned are anxious to 
leave for England at once. 

Mrs. Gaul was the first witness. She 
said she bad been married iv 1888 in 
Engiand. Before she bad gone to the 
court house she had last seen Madge at 
the flat she had occupied with ber hus- 
band, at No. 141 East Ninety-sixth 
street, Gaul then told her he would 
uever allow her to see the child again 
apd ordered her out of the house, 
threatening to have her arrested if she 
remained. 

He swore he would ruin the entire 
Hayward family. She then went to 
Mrs. Frederick Hay ward’s residence in 
Perry street. She emphatically asser- 
ted that she had been a true wife anda

spect. 

Gaul’s cousin, Frederick Hayward, was the next 
witness. He said Mrs. Gaul bad lived iv bis flat since 
she parted from ber busbaud. His brother has vever 
called on her, although Harry Hay ward took luncheon 
with him last Tbhureday. He bas not been on very 
good terms with Gau), because he does not like bim, 
there being uo other reason. His wife corroborate | 
bis story. 

Frederick C. Flowerdew, Mrs. Gaul's father. who 
keeps a summer resort hotel in Southsea, Eugiand, 
said he would support bis daughter aud ber baby 
properly if the littie one is given to Mre.Gaul. He 
would not give the exact amount of his iucome, but 
announced that he is assessed for taxes on the basis 
of income of £6V0. 

Harry Bishup testified that he heard Gaul abuse 
his wife. He thouuht it would require a three-volume 
novel to repeat all that was said on the occasion. 

After Frank Doyle had placed upou the record the 
fact that the baby bad been left by her father with Mr. 
and Mrs. Archie Gaul, in West Twenty-third street, 
Mr. Bishop was recalled to explain who Mrs. Archie 
Gaul is.

line L. Steele, Mrs. Josh Mann and as the wife of Rob- 
ert Ray Hamilton. 
_Harry Hayward denied in the most forcible way 
that his conduct with Mrs. Gaul had ever been im- 
proper. He had kissed her on Dec. 2, and it was possi- 
bie that he had kissed her before then, but “in the 
conventional way between relatives,” Gaul bad no 
reason to object. 

Gaul was then called as a witness. He said be in- 
tended, if he got the custody of the child, to leave her 
with bis mother, who lives in comfortable circum- 
stances in Ipsricl. England. He claimed to have 
discovered prood of his wife’s guilt. She had pro- 
mised never to see Harry Hayward again. She 
went to live with Mrs. Frederick Hayward. Gaul 
called there last Thursday and met Harry in the ball 
of the houseand promptly proceeded to thrash him. 
Hayward whined ahd called for assistance, but Gaul 
continued to pound him until he was tired and left.

Corbett Arrives at Jacksonville, 
Fla,, to Train For the Fight. 





MITCHELL GETTING READY, TOO. 


(Wits PORTRAIT AND ILLUSTRATION. } 

Everything connected with the fort! ing fistic ler 
between Jim Corbett, of San Francisco, and Charley Mitchell. 
ot London, England, who are to battle for a purse of $20,000 
and the champlonship of the world, according to Queens- 
berry rules, is going siong smoothiy. In Jacksunvilie, Fla, 
where the great contest is to be decided, slight efforts have been 
made by the law and order society to try and prevent the con- 
test. 

There is absolutely no law for any such proceeding, the stat- 
ute simply providing forthe confining or imprisonment of par- 
tles convicted of fighting by previous appuintment. In al! prob- 
ability the city ordinance permitting Gve ounce glove contests 
will have been passed in a few days and will receive the 
Mayor's signature. Should the pugiiists be arrested, however, 
thelr friends will be ready with a writ of habeas corpus to 
secure their liomediate reluase. This would get the matter be- 
fore the courts early, which would just suit the syndicate, 
for it is sure of a decision in its favor by the courts. 

Corbett arrived in Jacksonville on Dec. 14 He was much 
pleased with his tralniug quarters and will begin work at once. 

Excursion rates tv Jacksouvilie wili be made by the Pennsy!- 
vania railroad in conjunction with the Atlantic Coast line, 
which is the quickest route, and Sam Carpenter, the Exstern 
Passenger ageut of the Pennsylvania, and Jonah H. White, o1 
the Atlantic Coast line, are perfecting arrangements to carry 
the thousands of sports who will go to see the contest. The 
battle ground on which the twenty-four fvot ring, with padded 
posts, will b» erected for the contest, has been selected. The 
trysting place which will in the near future be a historical spot 
la the old fair grounds, some twenty acres, two and one-half 
miles from the city’s centre. This has been settied definitely. 
These grounds are well located and have several large buildings 
upon them now, the largest being the old State Fair main bulid- 
ing. Two sides of this will be torn down and other wiugs xdded, 
making a sort of round or eight-sided building in the 
form of a pit. giving the best accommodations possible for all. 
Every seat will be well located. Mr. Wood, the architect of the 
Piant Raliroad system, is at work on the plans, and will be 
ready for work to start on the buildings the first of next week. 

There will be fifty or more boxes and the seats will ran trom 
$10 or $15 to $25 and $35. The clab has epened headquarters at 
No. 60 West Bay street, where all the business pertaining to 
the fight is now transacted. The street ralircad will put in an 
electric line at once and be réady to move the thousands without 
any trouble and on a short schedule. 

The Richmond and Danville Railroad (Piedmont Air Line), 
open their new line to Florida next week via Washington, Dan. 
ville and Columbia. Thts line will offer the shortest and quick- 
est route between New York and Jacksonville. A. 8. Thweatt, 
Eastern Passenger Agent, P. O Box 1,287, New York City, is 
now booking space in special trains leaving New York 4:30 P. M. 

Ono of the things suggested by Mr. Bowden and which Billy 
Delaney thought a good thing, was to have the fight to come 
off in the day tline, thus affording the contestants all the light 
they wanted rather than risk trouble with the electric lights. 
That's a big feature, and Billy said that he would write Cor- 
bett at once about it 

“Bat,” said he; “I know Jimmy will say yes, for he wants to 
meet Mitchell badly and will go into the ring blindfolded if 
necessary." 

The training quarters at Mayport are now fitted up. Cor- 
bett has the famous old Wallace Cottage there, and two nearby 
ones, all being well arranged for this purpose. They will bulid 
a handball aliey, sprinting reom and one or two other sheds for 

*special work, They are right upon the beach, and as Corbett 
areatly enjoys the ocean breezes and air, Billy Delaney says 
that they will make ideal training, quarters. 

Anyoue that thinks Mitchell will not bein it when he enters 
the ring at Jacksonviile on Jan. 25, is laboring under a very 
grevious mistake, and if he is a betting man the sooner he dis- 
abuses his mind of the idea the better for his pocket. Five min- 
utes In the English champion's dressing room. when he is pre- 
paring to give his night's exhibition on the stage of the Walnut 
Street Philadelphia Theatre, would astonish those who imagine 
he had not dune any work. There does not seem tw be @ pound ot 
superfiaous flesh on his body. He is as hard as nails. His skin 
fairly blooms with health and ie without a blemish. He is as 
playful, quick and active as a young panther, and the other 
night, after # three round set-to with Billy Woods on the stage 
of a theatre. the temperature of which is apparentiy about 18” 
degrees, he skipped up to his dressing room three steps at a 
time and amused himself tarning somersaults, handsprings and 
throwing himself about in all mauner of acrobatic contortions, 
like @ professional tum bier, while his trainer was endenvoring 
toe rub him down . It was pure excess of animal spirits conse- 
quent upon his splendid physical condition. 

The set-to on the stage was exceptionally quick and hard. 
Woods is a smart boxer, and has at least three inches the ad- 
vantage of Mitchell in height. In fact the Englishman, but for 
his trentendous breadth of shoulder and depth of chest, would 
look like a boy beside him. Yet ‘‘there never was a minute 
little Charley wasn’t in it.” and it was more than apparent that 
“he knew just what to do.” Woods was only a plaything for 
him. Mitchell drew him on for the benefit of the spectators. 
but never at any moment permitted him to get too gay. The ap- 
planse was deafening aud Mitchell was recalied three times. 

Already Mirchell is in better condition than he appears when 
in street clothes. Stripped, his wonderful breadth of shoulders 
and powerful neck show up in strong contrast to his trim balid 
from the waist down. In street clothes he looks rather fat, but 
in the buff he does not. For a fact. Mitchell is pretty nearly 
down to the weight at which he will meet Corbett. He carries 
almost no extra weight on his stomach or hips. 

While Mitchell was in Philadelphia Peter Jackson saw the 
English boxing champion rubbed down, and he expressed him- 
self as greatly surprised at his splendid condition. Mitchel) 
walke and runs from 15 to 18 miles each day, beside working 
with dumbbells, and going through a variety of other exercises, 
Last evening he turned handsprings, bridged on hands and 
feet. and then came to an upright standing position by pure 
muscular strength. He also snapped to his feet from a reciining 
position on his back. He does these tricks to strengthen his 
back muscies. He wears a porous plaster on his right side, as 
the result of too violent exercise with dumbbells. 

William H. Masterson, betrer known as Batt Masterson, who 
was umpire for Jake Elirain when he fought John L. Sullivan 
at Richburg, Miss., July 8, 1889, for $23,000, the ‘Police Gazette” 
beit and the championship of the world, and who has attended 
all the big prise fights, writes from Denver that the sporting 
men are all interested in the coming battle between Corbett and 
Mitchell, and Denver will send a large delegation to Jackson- 
ville to witness the contest. Corbett has quite a number of 
supporters in Denver and many will back him to defeat Mitchell, 
bat they will not offer the big odds of $ to 1, as eastern sporting 
men claim they will wager. 

“In my opinion.” writes Masterson to the PoLicg GAZETTE, 
“it is not 2 t 1 against Mitchell, because Corbett is not going to 
meet a pugilist who has abased himeelf, but a sturdy gladiator, 
aman who possesses pluck, a first-class ring general, who is 
thoroughly posted in fighting according to any rules and who 
has had far more experience in the prise ring than Corbett. 
and one who knows the game from AtoZ. Onorbett, it muat be 
admitted, has the advantage in height, weight and length of 
reach. There is no doubt about his stamina. for his protracted 
battle of 61 rounds according to Queensberry rnies in San Fran- 
cisco clearly proved he could stay, while his courage cannot be 
questioned. In regard to science neither has any advantace. 
Corbett ls a skiliful boxer, so is Mitcheli I think they are the 
two most scientific boxers in the world. I backed Corbett at 4 
to 1 when be fought Jono L. Sullivan, because I was aware Sul- 
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livan’s day had gone by. I did not think he stoud the buss 
astvow to defeat Corbett. a

* “Corlett knows all the new tricks of Queensberry rule fight- 
ing. Mitchell’s method Is old-fashioned in comparison with Cor- 
bett’s, Corbett has got the whip-iash blow down to perfection. 
This is the blow that he rained on the body of Jonn L Sullivan, 
theugh few people—even those who saw the encounter—are 
aware of it. ; 

“A clever, lively man like Corbett can use the whip-lash b'ow 
three or four times in one lead. It isn’t a blow that carries much 
damage witb it, because the fighter who uses it must do his ex 
ecution In a twinkle, and try to get away before his antagonist 
can recover and return quickly. Corbett’s side and back step- 
ping are features in boxing that are new to Mitchel’, The whip- 
lash stroke, as it is called, is purely of Australian invention, and 
was brought over to this country by Peter Jackson.”

BICYCLE RECORDS BROKEN. 


Six bicycle records were beaten at Birmingham, Ala., on Dec. 
12, by Michael Dirnberger. and two were of great importance. 
These are the one mile, standing start, and the one mile fiying 
start. made by Dirnberger. The former was ridden in exactiy 
1 minute 51 seconds, aad the latter in 1 minute 64 4-5 seconds. 
There cannot be one atom of doubt expressed as to the validity 
of these records, as there was fully a dozen of watches held on 
the men by the best timers in these parts. The men were paced 
by the running horsee as was Johnson when he made his records 
at Independence, Iowa, The day was perfect, but the track was 
alittle heavy. In addition to the mile reeords the men. lowered 
the two-thirds and three-quarter mile records in each instance.

POLICE MADE IT A DRAW. 


The Ryan and Young Mitchel Fight Unsatisfactory 
---Directum’s Great Record. 


Judging from the particulars received from 
San Francisco, Cal. the recent international glove fight be- 
tween Peter Herge:, better known in prize ring circies as Young 
Mitchell, and Jim Ryan, of Australia. was stepped by the 
police in order to prevent Young Mitchell from being defeated. 
The contest was stopped just as the eighth round was being | 
finished, at a time when the Aaustrailan looked like a sure 
winner. In spite of the nature of the decision many of the 
sports conceded that Ryan had the best of the contest, while 
not a few of them asserted that something bad to be done, as 
there was too much money up on Mitchell. Ryan was making 
things warm forthe Pacific Coast champion when the police 
took « hand in the affair, but the referee could not du otherwise 
than declare the battle a draw. The action of the Chief enabled 
the referees to get out very gracefully. The much talked of 
event drew a large crowd from both sides of the bay to the Oak- 
land Theatre. Mitchs'! and Jim Ryan of Australia were bilied 
to battle 8 rounds for points, though it was whisperod that there 
would be a knockout if either found a tavorable opening. It 
was a rattling go from start to finish, with plenty of hard 
punching ou both sides, and in which Ryan had the best of it. 

* = 

Both were in fine condition, but Mitchell did 
not display bis old-time form. He did most of the leading, and 
stopped a number of heavy lefts with bis face. In point of 
biows Ryan landed two to one, and was extremely clever in 
dodging Mitchell's leftewings. ‘The Australian is light on his 
feet, and on several occasions started in to do afoot race. He was 
quite jovial at times, and Joshed his oppovent in a light and 
airy manner. When the men came up for the eighth and last 
round both looked tired. Ryan rushed his man, and for the first 
time assumed the aggressive. He punched Mitchell in the 
face, dodged a loft swing, and with a savage rush jammed 
Mitchell into the corner At this stage Chief Schaffer Jumped 
in. Ryan was the fresher of the pair, and seemed to have the 
best of it all the way through. If Young Mitcheli had had the 
lead in the fighting in the concluding round it is very doubtful 
if Chief of Police Schaffer, of Oakland, wou!d have interfered. 
Ifhe desired to stop the contest, why did he not do so in the 
commencement, and not one minute before the contest ended. 
and when the Pacific Coast champion was winning? It is a 
wonder Jack McAulifie, who was referee, did not give the 
Australian the decision, instead of deciaring the contest a draw. 
There is no clause in rules which makes any al- 
lowance for police interference in a glove contest, while there 
is in contests which are governed by “Police Gazette” and 
London prise ring rules. Young Mitchell, like many other pu- 
gilists, has been dghting too long, and it was a case of carrying 
the pitcher too often to the well.
